Last night, the Students' Council spent approximately two hours 
debating a motion by the executive to prevent the release of the 
university annual I edited last year.

Two matters, however, cannot be dismissed that lightly 
The first is the disgustingly eager fashion in which the 
administration sought to interfere in the affairs of students, by 
offering to subsidize the reprinting of the book. That they were 
encouraged, invited even, to do this by those who presume to call 
themselves "student representatives" is a sad reflection on the 
state of the Students' Society. 
The second thing that disturbed me was that this whole absurd

Feldman said that, according to 
the judicial committee decision, 
Open Meetings have the power to 
grant funds. "The Daily should 
now receive its full budget to allow 
it to continue operations," said 
Feldman. 

Michael Johnson, arts and 
science representative, said that 
.the judicial committee decision 
clearly gives open meetings the 
power to grant funds in any area 
unless the constitution gives 
council jurisdiction. "For Council 
to delay this, motion is ridiculous. 
The money has already been 
granted," said Johnson. ' > : 

Vice-President Earlo Taylor 
disagreed. He claimed that, "The 
judicial committee's judgement 
keeps the management and control 
of the Daily under the jurisdiction 
of Council." 

"There seems to~have been 
considerable mystification of the 
relevant issues," said - Feldman. 
"Council must abide by the 
decision of the judicial committee." 

Joan Mandell, editor .of the 
Daily, agreed that the debate over 
the interpretations of the judicial 
committee decision was clouding 
the real issues. She said, "the 
students at the Open Meeting 
voted the Daily the full budget. 
Without the extra money, we will 
not be able to continue publishing 
until the end of thé year." 

Later in the evening, a motion 
concerning Old McGill 73 (the 
yearbook) was presented by Earle 
Taylor. The yearbook was being 
held back by the printers at the 
request' of the council executive. 

Taylor's motion stated that Old 
McGill '73 should be sent back to 
the'. printers with parts lo be 
reprinted. 

Paul Dragcr also expressed 
disapproval of the yearbook. "This 
book is in completely bad taste, 
the immaturity that passes for 
social conscience is out of place in a 
book for graduating students," 
said Dragcr. 



The book, edited by Nigel 
Gibson, contains a series of 
photographs of cattle progressing 
through a slaughterhouse, bet- 
ween the pages of portraits in the 
graduating students' section. 

Taylor said that there was a 
possibility of losing up to $17,000 
on the book with the photographs 
included. But if. the' book was 
reprinted with deletions only 
$14,000 would be lost," he said. 

Gaston Jorre, law representa- 
tive, pointed out that a $17,000 loss 
would only occur if advertisers and 
subscribers were offended and 
pulled out their financial support. 

"This book shows a great deal of 
originality," said Linda Feldman. 



Hendcry, arts and science repre- 
sentative, i 
Paul Dragcr said that the 
administration was_offendcd by 
the contents of the book, and had 
offered to pay the cost of 
reprinting. 

Joan Mandell questioned the 
fact that the administration 
offered to pay for reprinting 
before Council decided whether it 
wanted the book reprinted. 

The motion was defeated, 7 to 5, 
and Old McGill '73 will soon be 
released. 

Council also defeated a resolu- 
tion presented by Gaston Jorre to 
rescind 'the $3 dinner allowance 
councillors receive after every

Nuclear family 

defended by 
Bettelheim

"There have been radical chan- 
ges in the structure of families in 
the last few generations," said Dr. 
Bruno Bettelheim last night to a 
capacity audience in Leacock 132. 

Bettelheim is a noted child 
psychologist from the University 
of Chicago. He is also a member of 
the American Psychology Associa- 
tion and the Chicago Psycho- 
analytic Society. He has published 
many books, the latest called 
"Children of tho Dream." 

Making frequent comparisons 
.between the past and the present, 
Bettelheim emphasized the role of 
children in the family structure. 
"The attitude in the past was such 
that when the children went 
wrong they were the ones blamed, 
and their parents were given 
.sympathy. Today, the children are 
given sympathy and the parents 
arc blamed." 

He went on to say that today 
most children are brought up with 
anxieties caused by parental 
disapproval; hence, the child feels 
something is wrong with him or 
her. "Nowadays the child doesn't 
know what to do to become a good 
child. It has become extremely 
complex to be a good child," he 
said. 

According to Bettelheim, the' 
child in the past was largely 
regarded as "an economic neces- 
sity." The father was skilled in one 
craft and earned his child's 
admiration. The child went on to 
learn the father's profession. This 
admiration, Bettelheim said, was 
"a very necessary narcissistic 
satisfaction that makes both the 
child and the parents feel good 
about themselves." 



The situation today, however, is 
quite different. "Today the child is 
much too dependent on his 
, parents." In many cases, Bettel- 
heim admitted finding that' "(The 
child's) expectations to do better 
than his parents gave him such a 
hopeless feeling of defeat that he 
doesn't oven try." 

Bettelheim said that for a family 
to reach harmony with itself, it 
must stay together. "A family 
becomes a family by mutual 
support." 

In order for a child to grow up to 
be mentally healthy he must live in 
an environment of social solidar- 
ity. Achieving this social solidarity 
is not always easy. The parents 
must have respect for the child as 
well as the child respect for the 
parents. "What must be stressed 
in the family structure is the 
feeling of belonging," he said. 

Citing specific difficulties in 
modern family life, Bettelheim 
said that children mature at an 
earlier age now than in the past, 
causing many problems. "Children 
mature earlier. They are sexually 
mature much earlier. This taxes 
the youngsters' ability— they are at 
the height of physical strength yet 
still economically and morally 
bound to their parents— it just 
doesn't fit," he concluded.

Morgentaler speaks 
at sex symposium

Dr. Henry Morgentaler, speak- 
ing nt yesterday's, session of the 
Symposium on Sexuality, stated 
that sexuality should not only be 
for procreation, but also for the 
expression of "important human 
needs". 

The topic of discussion was 
"Accidents of Sexuality". 

The panelists included Morgen- 
taler. recently acquitted of a 
charge of performing illegal 
.abortions. Roger Balk, an Anglican 
chaplain and co ordinator of the 
chaplaincy service at McGill, 
Donna Cherniak, editor of the 
Birth Control Handbook and 
medical student and Dr. Robert 
Aikman, an obstetrician and 
gynecologist^ 

Morgentaler criticized the Cath- 
olic Church for its attitude towards 
sex as necessary only for procre- 
ations, slating that this traditional 
stance evolved from a "mistrans- 
lation of five lines of the Bible." 

Morgentaler also said that since 
unwanted pregnancies will occur, 
it is "sane and normal" for 



' abort ions to be performed under, 
medical circumstances. He said 
that "it is the right of any woman to 
determine whether or not to 
terminate her pregnancy", and 
that the attitude of the Catholic 
Church, as well as the existence of 
the abortion laws, have caused 
much "suffering, death and injury" 
to women who are forced to have 
abortions illegally. 

Morgentaler also accused the 
Liberal government of "deceit, 
lies, hypocrisy, and indifference to 
the suffering of women." 

Balk said Christianity itself is 
based on an "accident" of sexuality: 
the virgin birth of Christ. He stated 
that the idea of the virgin birth was 
used to exempt Christ from the sin 
of sexuality Balk remarked that 
the church has overemphasized 
this doctrine of sexuality as man's 
evil nature, to the extent of 
forgetting that man "was created 
in God's image and that all — even , 
sexuality — is good." 

He also stated that we arc "in 
great danger of turning sexuality 



into a technology", explaining that 
the joy of sex is its irrationality and 
surprise. 

Donna Cherniak spoke on 
venereal disease. She stressed 
that, since there are no effective 
prevention methods, we must 
concentrate on the detection of VD 
and on changing our attitudes 
towards it. 

Cherniak argued that .the 
medical profession should become 
open towards the problems of 
jality and that sexual partners 
should take the responsibility of 
informingcach other if one has VD. 

Dr. Robert Aikman felt that it 
was important for the doctor to 
"come to grips with his own 
sexuality?'. He added that one of 
the drawbacks of abortions is that 
sterile couples will have less chance 
of adopting children, because of the 
decreased number of unwanted 
children. 

Morgentaler disagreed on the 
grounds that there arc still many 
children up for adoption, here and 
in under-developed countries. 



Representative 
of SWAPO 

to speak

. In reaction to the occupation of 
Namibia by South African troops, 
the South Africa People's Organi- 
zation (SWAPO) has for seven 
years been waging a multifold 
campaign aimed at Namibian 
independence. 

The occupation of Namibia has. 
led to the implementation of South 
Africa's apartheid (racial segre- 
gation) policy there, by force of 
arms, and SWAPO charges that 
the American, Canadian, and 
multi-national corporations have 
taken advantage of this situation to 
extract huge profits at the expense 
of the Namibians. 

SWAPO is presently fighting 
this situation on several fronts. It 
has encouraged strikes by work- 
ers, especially miners, who have 
been supported by demonstrations 



and boycotts organized by Nami- 
bian students. 

SWAPO is waging a military 
campaign against the occupying 
troops while its representatives 
abroad are attempting to raise 
funds and gain support for the 
organization. 

Finally, SWAPO is planning to 
build a health and education 
centre, designed to give 5,000 
Namibian refugees the means for 
self-support. 

Mishake Muyongo, the vice- 
president of SWAPO and Hugh 
Nangle, from the Gazette, will be 
speaking about the situation in 
Namibia, in Lcacock room 219, 
today at 8 p.m. The event is being 
sponsored by the McGill Debating 
Union, with the Afro-Asian Latin 
American Peoples' Solidarity Com- 
mittee. All will be welcome.

episode might serve to discourage students on this campus from 
developing to the fullest their powers of creative imagination. 
McGill being McGill; that's the last thing this place needs. 

The point of the "controversial" slaughterhouse section was not, 
despite what Paul Dragcr might believe, "intended to insult the 
graduates of McGill." 

It was merely an overly cynical and certainly inadequate 
indictment of a strait jacketed, repressive, educational process. 

The analogy, as most people have gathered, is not completely 
exact. 

None of the cows herded through a slaughterhouse manages to 
escape unscathed. 

A growing number of students, however, are struggling and 
managing to overcome the narrow boundaries of their bourgeois 
education. - 

Paul Dragcr, Earle Taylor, and others of their shabby company 
arc not, it would appear, among those so favoured. 

With their narrow mindedness, eclipsed imaginations, and 
shameful subservience to the administration, they have made my 
point far better than I could ever hope to do.

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Dog's life at McGill to begin

The Board of Governors of McGill 
University has approved administration 
plans to establish a Canine Day Care Centre 
in the duly renovated Morrice HàlL 

The Centre, xvhich, when completed, will 
have the capacity to accomodate approxi- 
mately 160 dogs of both sexes, is to be 
funded for the most part with the money 
allocated to the administration, and 
earmarked for student services, by the 
Quebec government.

The McGill administration has, it is clear, 
gone out on a limb to champion the cause of 
man's best friend — the common dog. 
[Houndus mundanis). 

' The reasons underlying this dramatic 
change in direction, were not however 
immediately obvious. At first, most 
administration watchers, unemployed 
Krcmlinologists, followers of The Perfect 
Master and other undesirables, Were 
inclined to dismiss the move as a last ditch 
attempt by McGill to bolster its sagging 
ratings in the tightly competitive youth 
market. 

The recent disclosures concerning the 
extent of the university's involvement with 
the Pentagon war machine have sent 
McGill's stocks plummeting to an all-time 
low. The administration is known to be 
desperately seeking to recoup its losses, in 
view of its upcoming high-pitch recruitment 
campaign, aimed at orphanages across 
Canada, where the issue of war research is 
known to be regarded with particular 
sensitivity. 

These allegations however, were immed- 
iately and most vehemently denied by the 
Dean of Graduate Studies and Research, 
. Walter Hitschfeld. . . 

The ultra-conservative Hitschfeld, refer- 
red to affectionately by his Senate 
colleagues as "the chubby corporal" said that 
he was "terminally tired of having 
something as honourable as martial research 
take the blame for everything that happens 
at this university — just because an 



obnoxious handful of vociferous students 
and faculty members appear to have 
developed some obviously perverted mental 
block against the field in question." 

"Personally," said "Hitschfeld, "I don't 
understand what all the fuss is about." 

"As a scientist," he continued, "I don't see 
anything implicitly wrong with exploring 
the fascinating applications of something 
like napalm, for example." 

"In fact," continued the dean, "I 
understand that the hot jello makes a great 
insecticide. The Rhodesians and the 
Portuguese have achieved some very 
significant results with it in their thankless 
battle against swarms of giant locusts and 
other equally stubborn African pests." 

As for the reasons for the surprise 
decision to establish the Canine Day Care 
Centre they were left for Principal Robert 
Bell' to disclose, at an intimate press 
conference/tequila party, held last Monday 
night, in the Principal's spacious, imitation 
oak panelled office. 

It was in these relaxed surroundings that 
Bell revealed for the first time, that far from 
engaging in any spontaneous action, the 
administration had actually acted to head off 
what could have developed into a 
"potentially extremely messy struggle."

McGill's women cagers dribbled 
to a 71-48 victory over the UQTR 
Patriotes this weekend at Trois- 
Rivières. For tho Patriotes, the 
trouncing was the first homo-court 
defeat of the season; for the 
presently undefeated McGill 
squad, 'it was league win number 
thirteen. 

If the Patriotes had played the 
whole game as they did the first 
half, McGill would have been able 
to go home at halftimc and still win 
by ten points.

Having begun the game with a 
full court zone defence, McGill 
coach Jan Meyer opted for 
man-to-man relatively early. Que- 
bec's defence", when they chose to 
have a defence, changed several 
times between, zone and man-to-^ 
man.
